London Shipping Paper Gives Adv!ce 
to Merchantmen, 


Commenting on the warm reception 
given by the press to its offer of a 
$2,500 prize to the first British mer- 
chantman which should sink an enemy 
submarine the Syren and Shipping of 
London intimates that the feat is not 
difficult.

TRANSFER GERMAN TANKER. 


Delphin Becomes the Ardmore, 
Flying the Stars and Stripes,

NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 21:—The former 
Getman tank steamer Delphin at New- 
port News today unfurled the Stars and 
Stripes at her masthead under the name 
of the Ardmore, having received Ameri- 
can registry on Saturday afternoon.

Invest Wealth and Blood in 
Opportunity to Make Good. - 


“CONSTANTINOPLE, : Feb. 21.—Prince 
Said Halim, the Grand Vizier of Tur- 
key,.in the first interview he has ever 
given, ‘has’ outlined to The Associated 
Press. ‘Turkey’ s reason for ‘entering the 
war. Hé explained the abolition of the 
capitulutions,;.and pointed out the: ad- 
Vances. mate; during the ‘lastisix ‘years: 

. ‘We -have’ rejected . the. - Triple, En- 
tente’s offer‘to guarantee Turkey's in- 
tegrity for thirty years,’’ said the Grand 
Vizier, “because acceptance would have 
been detrimental to Turkey’s sovereign- 
ty. Turkey’s experience ‘with the prom-| 
ises made by the powers forming the 
Triple Entente (Great Britain, France, 
and Russia) has not been favorable to 
the promotion of confidence. 

“Turkey knew that to enter into re- 
lations with Great Britain, France, and 
Russia would have been a harmful fac- 
tor in: respect to the country’s interest. 
Russia, moreover, is our hereditary ene- 
my, from whom we could not. expect 
lasting effects of a change of heart. 
Had the past actions ot these powers 
been different the page of history which 
is now: being written might have read 
differently. 

“We were tired of the hypocrisy actu- 
ating the powers of the Triple Bntente 
when dealing with Turkey, so we did 
what provocation forced us to do—went 
to war. : 

“Turkey was made the object of many 
falsehcods by the Entente. Now the Al- 
lies assert that the Government lacks 
the support of the people. Could we 
make such a -good military. showing 
after the recent wars and other. troubles 
if the Government had not obtained the 
hearty co-operation of all Ottomans? 

“The fact is;,the present war shows 
Turkey even more united than we had 
expected. The assertions that we would

BONAPARTE FOR BIG NAVY. 


Should Equal Any. in the World Save 
Great Britain’s, He Thinks.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Representa- 
tive “Augustus P. Gardner of Massachu- 
setts, ‘who has» been foremost in the 
effort to provide better preparation for 


the national defense, has‘received a let-|- 
ter. from Charles J. Bonaparte of Balti- 


more, former Secretary of’ the Navy, in 
which Mr. Bonaparte contends that the 
fleet should be greatly _ strengthened 
without .loss.of time. In his letter Mr. 
Bonaparte says, in part: 

‘““In response to your request that I 
send you.a frank statement of my views 
as to an-.appropriate “construction for 
the. navy, I can only say that, in my 
judgment, the navy should be made 
just as soon as’ possible, and thereafter 
always kept, strong enough to encoun- 
ter.. with at least an equal chance of 
victory, the “entire fleet- of any power 
whose hostility is a reasonable possi- 
bility ‘of the future; for practical pur- 
poses, this ‘means, to“my mind, the en- 
tite’ fleet of. any power except Great 
Britain. 

“If Iam correctly intormed, the navy 
is very far.from such ‘strength at pres- 
ent; it-has. too few superdreadnoughts, 
no battle-cruisers at all, very few. sub- 
marines, and virtualy no aircraft, and 
the’existence of other notable and alarm- 
ing deficiencies is, I believe, now «gen- 

ly conceded.. Under these circum- 
stances, no time should be lost and no 
expense should be spared in. bringing 
the navy up to the required standard of 
effective\'strength,’ as above. indicated, 
at the earliest moment practicable,

Publisher Gees Evidence of Lincoin 
Spirit ih Italian's Ingeniouely — 
Decorated Cell.

OSSINING, ‘N. Y., Féb. 21.—The dit. 
ficulties that Abraham Lincoln sur- 
moutited, especially those of: his early 
years, when 46'a young lawyér in’ little 
New Salem he was fighting alone against 
legions of adverse Circulistances, were 
destribed this aftertioon and tonight to 
the 1,600 arid odd prisonérs of Sing Sing, 
who constitute the Goldén Rule Broth- 
erhood. The lecture, illustrated with 
pictures of Lincoln at all ages and ‘in all 
circumstances, Was delivered by William 
W. Elisworth, President of the Century 
Publishing Company, one of the fore- 
most Lincoln scholars in the cotintry. 

The assembly hall. was not large 
enough to accommodate all the audience 
at one tine, so Lincoln was presented to 
the Golden. Rule Brotherhood at 2 o’tlock 
in the afternodn and at 6 o’clock at 
hight. Mr. Bllsworth said he tad never 
had more attentive listeners. 

Lincoln was not a strahger to at least 
& large number of those present at both 
lectures, for when there @ppeared on the 
sereen the famous statue by St. Gaudens, 
showing the plain mah of great sorrows 
and great achievements, as.if in life, 
there was a tightening of the emotional 
atmosphere, a moment of suspense, and

There 
is no saying what we might not do 
if we were at war, but being at peace, 
and meaning to continue so, there is 
no reason why we should not con- 
tinue in the old and approved ways.

OUR BILLION-DOLLAR CONGRESS.

‘If the country fails to 
see that a body which debates Gov- 
ernment shipping for weeks and 
Passes appropriation bills - in days 
shows unfitness for business it will 
be its own fault if it allows itself to 
be made the “angel” of uplift and 
teform at whatever cost.

If they are able to perform 
the work required of a certain train 
with. five men, they are botina in. the 
public interest not to hire\six, This 
principle. runs into large figures if 
applied to. the working of the full 
crew law. The funds which it requires 
the railways to spend above what is 
sufficient for the work to be’ done 
would provide the public with these 
desirable facilities: 200 steel cars or 
80 locomotives, 67,000 tons of steel 
rails, block signals for ‘800 miles of 
track, or the elimination of 65 grade 
crossings. 

Public opinion would not counte- 
nance any appeal to it for under- 
payment of wage earners in order to 
supply. the public: with railway facili- 
ties. Still less would public opinion 
allow any increase of railway accom- 
modations at any sacrifice of safety 
or unemployment of ‘any ‘needed 
workers. But these conditions are not 
the present case. The $2,000,000 which 
the law orders to be-spent in New 
Jersey and .Pennsylvania alone is 


to the ficome upon $40,000,000 in- 
vested in’ the service of the public. 
To that extent it is a waste of the 
public wage paid to the railways. It 
is the public which is defrauded, al- 
though the railways spend the money. 
If the railways are to overpay or 
overemploy, and also to - discharge 
their duties, they must find another 
$40,000,000. 

The alternative is that the laws re- 
quiring the double expenditure should 
be repealed. The enactment of the 
law is more a'discredit to the Legis- 
lature than to those who secured its 
passage for selfish reasons, on a falsé 
pretense of the public interest. The 
matter is better understood now, and 
publicity ought to protect the public 
in getting full value for’ the wage it 
pays. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


There will be some- 
thing like general 
agreement, probably, 
with President Hap.iey 
of Yale in holding that 
the man who “ goes into politics,” de- 
pendent for the support of himself and 
@ family on what he can make there 
in the way of salary and otherwise, 
will sooner or later be subjected - to 
temptations.stronger than he can resist. 
And it is-Dr. Hapitey’s belief and advice 
that those without private resources 
should not make politics a vocation, 
but content themselves with taking an 
intelligent interest in public affairs as 
a thing apart from, though near, the 
profession or calling by which they live. 
To say that this is so is not, however, 
the same thing as saying that it ought 
to be so. With “ politics’’ properly 
defined, perhaps it wouldn’t be so now, 
for, as regards the great majority: of 
the offices called political, there is no 
basis whatever for the characterization 
except our too-well established habit of 
giving them much less as opportunities 
to earn money, by doing precisely such 
work as is done for private employers 
than as rewards for irrelevant sérvices 
rendered to a party. Practically every 
municipal official].and most of those 
under State and Federal administrations 
have duties to perform in no way dif- 
ferent from those imposed on employés 
in ordinary business, and there is no 
reason—or at least no good reason— 
why service of the public should not be 
as much of a vocation or career as 
labor in any other field. It is not 
simply because we make tenure of office 
uncertain and its direct and avowable 
emoluments inadequate.

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OUR “ MORAL OBLIGATIONS.” 


Admiral Sir E, R. Fremantle Re- 
plies to a Times Editorial. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You ask ‘if I know what I am talk- 
ing about” in regard to the Declara- 
tion of London and the Dacia, and 1 
think I do. 

The ‘ Declaration of London’ was 
intended to elucidate and explain ‘the 
conventiong of the Second Peace Con- 
gress, held at The Hague in 1907,-this 
‘conference: having been ‘“ proposed in 
the first instance by the Pregitlent of 
the United States of America,” and 
having accordingly: a special claim on 
American opinion. 

There were difficulties of a constitu- 
tional nature, which stood in the “way 
of the establishment of an International 
Court, and consequently of the final 
ratification of the’ Declaration by cer- 
tain powers, but if the conventions of 
The Hague afd the Declaration of Lon- 
don are to be considered as waste paper, 
the distinguished persons who took part 
in the deliberatiéns between June 15 and 
Oct. 18, 1907, at The Hague, and in 
London, between Dec, 4,°1908, and Feb. 
26, 1909,. were engaged, in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s words, in “a mischievous farce.” 
I made no appeal to-technical law on 
the subject, but.1 do.not think that I 
Was guilty. of any ‘‘impatience” in 
agreeing with the late President in 
hokiing that the United States was mor- 
ally bound, as far as possible, to ad- 
here to both The Hague Conventions and 
the Declaration of London. 

I add that I. would ‘much. regret that. 
any observations of mine should have 
the effect’ of. disturbing the friendly 
relations between our two peoples, and 
T recognize that belligerents cannot be 
impartial judges of the obligations of 
neutrals,

Rag Paper. 
* * * For the sake of accuracy, allow me 
to say that foreign rags are ‘not preferred 
in the manufacture of paper on. account of 
the greater amount of wool contained in them 
as compared with domestic rags. The author 
of ‘the article on ‘‘ War’s Effects on Im- 
ports” in Sunday’s issue\is in error here. 
Except for roofing paper wool is not. used, in 
fact, is rigorously excluded in the sorting 
process, of paper manufacture. The real reason 
why certain grades of foreign rags command a 
premium as raw material in the manufacture 
of fine. papers lies in the fact that the cloth- 
ing of which they-are the remnants contains 
more flax than similar clothing of American 
make, and also because the material has 
not been weakened by excessive bleaching. 
Flax or linen fabrics, preferably unbleached 
by chemicals, make, perhaps, the finest and 
strongest paper itis possible to produce.—

Germany’s note in reply to 
our protest against her proclamation 
of a war zone around Great Britain 
was recieved last week, and while its 
amicable tone put away any thought 
that our protest would be rejected out 
of hand, which was at no time prob- 
able, the substance of the note did 
not remove the grounds for concern 
which had been caused by the orig- 
inal announcement of the war zone 
plan., As a result the financial com- 
munity adhered to its attitude of 
caution even after Germany’s note 
was received. 


Many do not believe that Germany 
can, as a matter of fact, go very far 
with the programme which she has 
mapped out, but that’ belief hardly 
served to remdve concern for the rea- 
son that the possible difficulties fore- 
seen are of a twofold sort., In order 
to interfere seriously with British 
trade and with our own trade with 
Great Britain, more will be necessary 
than the spasmodic success of sub- 
marines in sinking British mérchant- 
men. But the war zone problem holds 
out the possibility of danger to neu- 
tral as well as to belligerent. ships, 
and therein lies the graver of the 
possibilities so far as this country is 
concerned. In no quarter of the 


that. Germany will ‘be careless in 
dealing with neutral ships, but the 
possibility of complications through 
even unintentional attacks»on Amer- 
ican ships in the war zone is clearly 
recognized. Therein, essentially, lay 
the reason for the caution with which 
the financial community moved last 
week and which found its tangible re- 
flection in the fact that the general 
level of prices showed a net decline 
each day of the week, and on Satur- 
day touched a new low point for the 
| year to date. ‘This movement of the 
market, so far as it resulted from the 
withholding of purchases by impor- 
tant interests, did not reflect actual 
fear of untoward events, but a con- 
servative desire to guard against 
such possibilities. The decline in 
prices last week reflected the sober- 
ness with which the facts of a hap- 
pily Very unusual situation are be- 
ing regarded, and that in itself is a 
source of strength rather. than of 
weakness. 

Had it not been for the controlling 
influence of the war situation ; by: 
which the market was governed toa 
much -larger extent than during. any 
previous week since the resumption 
of trading on the Stock Exchange 
there would have been’ opportunity 
last week for further constructive 
work in the stock market. The news 
from Washington that the President 
had given up the idea of calling a 
special session of Congress and the 
indicated failure of the Ship Pur- 
chase bill were both received with 
satisfaction. The financial ecommu- 
nity will greatly welcome freedom 
from further legislative proposals af- 
fecting business, particularly propos- 
als conceived in the spirit of the Ship 
Purchase bill. Discussion of that 
measure was abandoned last week in 
favor of putting through the neces- 
sary supply bills before the close of 
the. present Congress on March 4. 
Several days have been reserved at 
the-end of the session for further 
work on the Ship Purchase bill, but it 
is very generally . believed that the 
fate of the bill has been sealed. 

That favorable, phase of the situa- 
tion was importantly supplemented 
by the further evidence which the 
week brought to hand of the com- 
manding position which. we are main- 
taining in our foreign trade.
